@ Containerization today is in a 
state of flux. New techniques and 
sweeping improvements in older pro- 
cedures are being evolved constantly. 
And different types of cargo contain- 
ers, units to transport them, and sys- 
tems to handle them efficiently, mean- 
while, are appearing by the dozen 
every year. 

Result? Under these circumstances, 
it is virtually impossible to pin down 
the ABCs of containerization. Never- 
theless, with the technique soaring in 
importance and promising a dramatic 
revolution in distribution, it is imper- 
ative that traffic executives under- 
stand at least a few of the basic con- 
cepts underlying containerization. 


Just what is containerization? 
Containerization might just as easily 
be dubbed container shipping. It is 
an advanced procedure achieving 
astounding reductions in handling, 
packaging, and transport costs; 
slashing in transit damage and pil- 
ferage; and expediting distribution 
through the unitization of cargo 
handling, transportation, and ware- 
housing. 


Small and irregular pieces of freight, 
under containerization, are loaded 
into a special cargo container. The 
container is closed. From then on, 
the individual parcels inside the con- 
tainer are handled and shipped as a 
single unit, with enormous benefits 
accruing to the shipper, receiver, 
and carrier. 


What is a cargo container? 


Essentially, the cargo container is 
the “heart” of the containerization 
concept. It is a shipping container 
of weatherproof construction, de- 
signed to be moved from point-to- 
point in open cars, trucks, or aboard 
ships. It may also be stored out-of- 
doors without harmful effects. 
Containers are utilized for the han- 
dling and hauling of general cargo, 
as well as bulk commodities. They 
may, when designed properly, 
interchanged quickly and efficiently 
between various transport modes. 


Why the rapid growth of contain- 


erization? 


Containerization has captured the 
attention and imagination of traffic 
executives everywhere because it 
furnishes a practical solution to their 
skyrocketing distribution costs. Han- 
dling charges have never been high- 


er, despite remarkable achievements 
in the development of new, more 
effective handling equipment and 
procedures. Pilferage and damage 
also are rampant—especially on the 
nation’s docks. 

Consequently, when—thanks to con- 
tainerization—a consignment can 
travel from point-to-point without 
breaking bulk, the reduction in han- 
dling, transport charges, damage, 
and pilferage can be breath-taking. 


When and how was container ship- 
ping first used? 

Think containerization is a spanking- 
new, 20th Century development? 
Well, it isn’t! 
The research staff of Shipping Man- 
agement-National Hi-Way Shipper 
has succeeded in tracing container 
shipping back more than a century. 
In 1835, to be exact, the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad launch through 
service between Pittsbur, and 
Philadelphia. Involved was the haul- 
ing of consignments via rail, wagon, 
and_ riverboat—without breaking 
bulk. The riverboat employed was 
constructed in detachable sections. 
These sections assembled prior 
to every trip by water and disas- 
sembled when moving by rail or 
wagon. 
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For one reason or another, container 
shipping faded rapidly. It did not 
appear again until the late '20s of 
this century, when small containers 
—four or five to a flatcar—were 
hauled by the New York Central 
and the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
Again, however, container shipping 
faded away, a variety of headaches 
—rates, in particular—stifling its use. 
Bowing in a third time in the 50s, 
containerization appears here to 
stay. Reason? The growth of trans- 
port technology; the emergence of 
container-conscious motor freight 
and ocean carriers; and the creation 
of more effective containers 
handling equipment. 


What kind of containers are cur- 


rently being used by over-the-high- 
way carriers? 


Motor freight haulers are employing 
containers on a steadily expanding 
scale. (For a complete analysis of 
containerization and trucking, see 
our article on page 18.) 

A wide variety of containers are 
being utilized by highway carriers, 
although units of 65-cubic-foot-ca- 
pacities—fitting 10 on a trailer-bed 
—are highly popular. In addition, 
America’s truck lines are using king- 
sized containers, tailor-made to 
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fishyback service. Ranging up to 
40-feet in length, these “van con- 
tainers” are, in effect, trailers. 
Hauled from point-to-point on a 
chassis, they may be disengaged and 
hoisted aboard a waiting trailer- 
ship swiftly, smoothly, and effec- 
tively. 


Are air freight carriers utilizing con- 


tainers? 


You bet they are! American Airlines 
has been experimenting with con- 
tainers for years. So have United 
Air Lines, Pan American World Air- 
ways, Seaboard & Western, and a 
whole host of other top-flight Me 
cargo haulers. 


How are containers being handled? 


Fork lifts, side-loading transfer de- 
vices, and cranes are being utilized 
on an extensive scale to transfer 
containers from carrier-to-carrier 
and carrier-to-shipper. 


How are containers being em- 


ployed in the transport of bulk com- 
modities? 


A wide variety of crushed, powder- 
ed, or liquid materials are moving 
these days in special shipping con- 


tainers, geared pines ily to lift 
truck crane handling. Popular 


containers include: drop bottoms; 
sealed rubber — gate-discharg- 
ing components; shipping de- 
vices activated By compressed air. 


What's being done to standardize 
containers for easier interchange be- 
tween different forms of transporta- 
tion? 

Container standardization is a real 
headache today. Containers now be- 
ing used vary widely in their di- 
mensions, construction, and shape, 
as well as in the manner in which 
they are handled. Some depend 
heavily on fork lifts; others on 
cranes; still others on advai 
transfer components. 

Nevertheless, container standardiza- 
tion is moving forward. Right now, 
an array transport committees 
are meeting regularly with the 
American Standards Association, 
working diligently to evolve a stand- 
ard container or series of containers 
which may be with equal fa- 
cility by highway, rail, water, and 


air Carriers. 


Is it true that containerization’s 
progress is being hampered by trans- 
portation’s present rate structure? 

It would certainly appear that way. 
Many experts feel that U. S. trans- 
portation’s current rate structure is 
indeed serving as a drag on con- 
tainerization. 

As Foster Weldon, the Matson Nav- 
igation Company’s director of re- 
search, put it awhile ago: “The 
containerization of general merchan- 
dise freight is under investigation 
by every segment of transportation 
today. However, we will never see 
containerization in full bloom until 
there are some basic changes in the 
philosophy of rate making . . . Rates 
will have to be related to costs and 
simplified if there are to be really 
efficient container operations.” 


A variety of systems and procedures have 
been evolved to expedite the handling of 
cargo containers. Here, a powerful fork 
lift truck shifts a loaded aluminum con- 
tainer into position preparatory to ship- 
ment. Badly needed, if containerization 
is to live up to its full potential: a 
standardized handling system & container.

And second, since 1954 Trailmobile 
has followed the CID (customer in- 
dividualized design) concept of 
manufacture. This concept calls for 
producing truck-trailers to meet the 
operator’s exact needs from hundreds 
of mass produced components.

Basically, Norwalk’s fantastic growth 
in recent years and the super-service 
it is able to offer shippers may be 
traced directly to President Hoke & 
Staff's determination that, facility-wise, 
equipment-wise, and route-wise, Nor- 
walk be up there with the nation’s fore- 
most motor freight carriers. As a result, 
all through President Hoke’s adminis- 
tration, the truck line’s facilities have 
constantly been improved and expanded. 
With regard to routes, moreover, Norwalk 
has acquired a variety of key operating 
authorities. 

Outcome? A tautly-run over-the-high- 


way operation embracing interstate au- 
thorities in New York; Pennsylvania; 
Maryland; Delaware; and the District 
of Columbia, plus intrastate authorities 
in New York. 

Early in 1956, already well on its 
way to a top slot in motor freight, Nor- 
walk took a giant step forward. After 
receiving approval from transport au- 
thorities, the company entered an agree- 
ment to purchase the capital shares of 
Shirks Motor Express, Boyce Motor 
Lines, Vintners Express, and P-M-T 
Lines. Shortly afterward, it was grant- 
ed permission to acquire the four firms 
—then comprising Shirks Motor Express. 


a key acquisition 


Permanent authority covering the ac- 
quisition was granted in July, 1957. 
And in August, the name of the new- 
ly-acquired entity was changed to Nor- 
walk Truck Lines, Incorporated, of Del- 
aware—now operating as a Norwalk of 
Ohio subsidiary. Norwalk of Delaware’s 
operating authority: interstate authorities 
in New York; Pennsylvania; Maryland; 
Delaware; and the District of Columbia, 
and intrastate authority in New York. 

What is Norwalk’s official policy and 
outlook? What is its approach to trans- 
portation? 

Explains Mr. Hoke: “With modern 
techniques and competition having pro- 
gressed to their present proportions, we 
believe that dependable cost and oper- 
ational controls are imperative, in order 
to maintain a system’s forward position 
in the motor freight business. This is so 
because a very high percentage of its 
revenue-producing activity usually oc- 
curs at greatly varying distances from 
main offices or terminal points. 

“We maintain private telephone facil- 
ities for immediate contact between all 
our terminals,” Mr. Hoke reports. “Cen- 
tral Dispatch offices in Norwalk and Lan- 
caster (Pa.) have, in constant operation, 
a Color Coded Visual Card System.

“In addition, we expect early installa- 
tion of our ultra-modern, electronically 
operated fact-finding and projection 
equipment will enable us to further ad- 
vance our present control-data standards 
in serving present and anticipated new 
accounts. 

“Throughout our organization, we 
strive to promote, among our employees, 
an awareness of the importance of basic 
controls as a means of advancing their 
personal progress, as well as the com- 
pany’s. 

“Norwalk drivers are constantly being 
schooled in safe-driving habits. Our re- 
pair and maintenance crews are expert- 
ly supervised.” 

Concludes the dynamic Mr. Hoke: “It 
is our sincere belief that effective con- 
trols help materially not only to protect 
company assets, Sut to improve over- 
all efficiency and achieve economies that 
are reflected in savings to customers.”

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operating authority 


The Commission has recently had oc- 
casion to review the standing of a con- 
tract carrier which protests an application 
for authority by a common carrier. The 
Commission held that where the existing 
contract carrier did not have contracts 
in effect with the supporting shipper, and 
thus was not faced with a prospective 
diversion of traffic under consideration, 
the protest would be entitled to much 
less weight than where the contract car- 
rier has served the shipper for some time 
under a contract still in effect and stands 
to lose traffic. 

In the latter situation, the contract 
carrier, in the opinion of the Commission, 
has a more real and substantial interest 
in the outcome of “ie application than a 
contract carrier which merely hopes to be 
able to successfully negotiate a contract 
with a possibly unwilling shipper, and 
thereby obtain additional traffic. 


labor 


In a recent opinion a State Appellate 
Court held that State anti-trust laws 
could be applied to bar enforcement of 
a Union contract which fixed the mini- 
mum rental rates under which owner- 
operators could lease their equipment to 
motor carriers. The anti-trust laws of the 
State, if held, could be applied except 
for the infrequent occasions when an 
owner-driver of leased equipment actu- 
ally drove his own vehicle. 

In latter instance, the owner could 
properly be covered by a collective bar- 
gaining agreement. A similar decision has 
been reversed by the United States Su- 
preme Court, and that Court will be 
given an opportunity to hear this case in 
the near future. 

A State court decision holding certain 
motor carriers in contempt of court be- 
cause they failed to heed an injunction 
which required them to serve a struck 
employer has been reversed by the 
United States Supreme Court. The Su- 
preme Court held that the refusal of 
motor carriers to cross a picket line 
constituted conduct which was within 
the exclusive jurisdiction of the National 
Labor Relations Board. The aggrieved 
parties were, therefore, required to seek 


relief before the Labor Board. 
scope of authority 


In a recent decision the Commission 
ruled that authority to haul “machinery, 
in truckloads only” does not include the 
right to transport machinery, or machin- 
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ery parts, except when they are moving 
as parts of a machine, in transportation. 
The Commission held that commodities 
such as a carton of bolts, or guard rails, 
or pipe, may not be transported as ma- 
chinery, as such, although the carton of 
bolts, for example, could be transported 
if they were to be used as part of the 
machine and were tendered for trans- 
portation with the machine of which 
they were to become a part. It declared, 
in addition, that although a deep freeze 
unit, for example, is machinery of a sort, 
it may not be transported by a carrier 
authorized to transport machinery, for the 
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fluorescent dock light

Such 
commodities, it held, through general 
usage have acquired an identity. 

The Commission has recently held that 
the term “plywood products” in a certi- 
ficate includes doors which are made with 
a plywood veneer. It also held recently 
that “missile testing equipment” may be 
considered equipment used in the main- 
tenance, servicing, repair and operation 
of aircraft.

Typical of the mounting number 
of motor freight lines stepping up 
their container hauling activities is 
Consolidated Freightways. CF bills it- 
self as the carrier offering “transpor- 
tation with imagination.” And that’s 
precisely what it is providing for its 
customers! 

One of the nation’s outstanding 


highway haulers, CF has long been 
a pioneer in container shipping. Last 
year, in conjunction with Hawaiian 
Marine Freightways, for example, the 
carrier launched a_ forward-looking 
door-to-door containerized cargo serv- 
ice linking the U. S. mainland and 
Hawaii. 

Unique in many respects, the CF- 
HMF operation features optional

More recently, CF inaugurated a 
new shipping program which is ex- 
pediting the hauling of fresh pine- 
apple from Hawaii to key U. S. mar- 
kets. Briefly, here’s how it works: 
bulk pineapple—freshly picked—is 
loaded into truck-size refrigerated con- 
tainers. These containers are then 
transported by barge from the pine- 
apple fields to Honolulu, where they 
are immediately stored aboard a ves- 
sel bound for the West Coast. 

Arriving in San Francisco, the con- 
tainers get the “royal treatment.” 
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“Containerization is enabling highway 
carriers to boost shipping efficiency 
and slash costs, damage & pilferage.” 


They're lowered from the freighter; 
dropped and secured on trailer chas- 
sis; and whizzed to their destination. 

Still another example of CF’s tip- 
top containerization program in action 
is its land-sea service linking the U.- 
S. and Alaska. Freight is loaded only 
once, in the port area. In_ transit, 
only the container is hauled. Result? 
A perfectly meshing truck-ship freight 
service, guaranteed to speed con- 
signments wherever they're going; 
roll back loss, damage, and pilferage; 
and achieve a variety of vital econ- 
omies. 

“Transportation with imagination”? 
You bet it is! 

Interstate Motor Lines is another 
highway carrier which has distin- 
guished itself as an outstanding pro- 
ponent of containerized shipping. 
Working closely with the Pan Atlan- 
tic Steamship Company’s Sea-Land 
Service, IML hauls consignments from 
a variety of points to Sea-Land’s fa- 
cility at Port Newark, New Jersey. 
Trailers and consignments are then 
hoisted to the deck of a waiting trail- 
ership and sent on their way. 

Top-notch firms utilizing IML’s ad- 
vanced shipping procedure include 
Dow Chemical; AMF Pinspotters; and 
Gibson Refrigerator. Their opinion of 
land-sea service: terrific! 

No roster of motor freight lines 
intent on expanding their container- 
ization operations would be complete 
without the Spector Freight System. 
Like CF and IML, Spector has long 
been active in container shipping. 

For example, when the St. Law- 


rence Seaway opened last year, Spec- 
tor was ready and eager to service 
shippers utilizing the waterway— 
thanks to its containerization “know- 
how.” And not long ago, the highway 
carrier earmarked a staggering $7% 
million for the purchase of ultra-mod- 
ern containers; container mounts; 
tractors; trailers; and similar equip- 
ment.

Other household moving container 
haulers, include: National Van Lines, 
which recently established a Chica- 
go-Los Angeles container shipping 
operation; Allied Van Lines; and 
Pacific Far East Lines.

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What does motor freight’s soaring 
interest in containerization mean to 
the shipper? Plenty! On the horizon 
for the truck shipper is a new era in 
distribution—an era highlighted by 
the finest highway transportation 
available at the lowest possible cost. 

The Spector Freight System, per- 


_ haps, best summed up the advantages 


accruing to the shipper from con- 
tainerization, in its 1959 Annual Re- 
port. Declared the carrier: “Contain- 
erization is a technique for providing 
the shipper and consignee with fast, 
safe, flexible service, plus potential 
rate benefits, while yielding operat- 
ing economies for the carrier.

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headaches by boosting freight rates. Car- 
riers have also come to realize that 
shippers are only too willing to cooper- 
ate with them and to provide construc- 
tive ideas which will make their hauling 
activities more efficient. 

Along with this growing trend among 
carriers, Research and Development in 
traffic is likewise spurting ahead. Many 
traffic units have or are now in the 
process of developing Research Divi- 
sions, geared to work hand-in-hand with 
carriers in solving common problems, 
This joint effort, I believe, will ul- 
timately make for a well-integrated trans- 
portation system. 

Here at Polaroid, we'll soon be mov- 
ing into a new distribution center. Area: 
266,000-square-feet, all on one level. 

This structure will certainly be one 
of the largest on the eastern seaboard. 
It will incorporate an impressive array 
of up-to-date handling devices and oth- 
er equipment.

Then we'll ask them to suggest ways 
in which we can transfer our freight 
to them more efficiently. If their ideas 
fit into our plans—or if we can modify 
our plans to meet their needs—we will 
make changes in the blueprint covering 
the layout of our center. 

We have already discovered in our 
initial contacts with carriers that we 
can learn from them and they can learn 
from us. We have also found that, by 
a common, integrated, cooperative sys- 
tem, we both can gain in the long run. 
They can hack their transport charges. 
And we can take advantage of these 
reduced charges. 

We, at Polaroid, believe that, through 
shipper-carrier cooperation of this type, 
a lid can finally be clamped on rising 
transport costs. Our new distribution 
center should provide a test case. And 
we'll keep you up-to-date on what hap- 
pens, once it opens.

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@ Land-sea service is booming! More 
and more wide-awake, cost-conscious 
concerns are shipping their merchan- 
dise in containers or aboard demount- 
able truck-trailers, moving part of the 
way over-the-highway and part by 
water. 

Advantages of this system: expe- 
dited handling and hauling; reduced 
transport costs; slashed packing re- 
quirements; and a dramatic reduction 
in loss, damage, and pilferage. 

To meet the soaring needs of the 
shipping public, water carriers—al- 
ready offering coordinated land-sea 
service—are expanding their activities 
at a furious pace. Others are currently 
blueprinting operations which will 
add substantially to the types of land- 
sea services and the capacity available 
to shippers. ; 

Late this summer, for example, the 
Erie & St. Lawrence Corporation will 
inaugurate a_ super-efficient, tautly 
administered “roll on, roll off” contain- 
ership service linking Port Newark, 
New Jersey, and Jacksonville, Florida. 

““Roll on, roll off containership 
service,” reports the company, “ is an 
advanced form of transportation in 
which cafgo containers are loaded 
aboard ship by driving them into the 
hold through a special opening in the 
stern.” 

The carrier’s projected program is 
an extremely ambitious one. Erie will 
lease a berth at the head of Port New- 
ark Channel and 202, 600-square-feet 
of adjacent paved upland area. The 
Port of New York Authority, for its 
part, will build a single-story contain- 
er transfer center in the area, which 
Erie will lease. 

To begin with, Erie will offer 
twice-weekly sailings between Port 
Newark and Jacksonville. Two spank- 
ing-new ships—incorporating a variety 
of marine advances—are being built 
specifically for the service by the 
Maryland Shipbuilding and Drydock 
Company of Baltimore. 

“Both vessels are 360-foot “ware- 
house ferries’,” explains W. L. Swain, 
Erie & St. Lawrence’s executive vice 
president. “They are both motorships 
and will cost about $4 million per 
ship to build. 

“The first of these vessels—the 
Floridian—is slated for launching on 
June 14th and will enter service on 
August 15th. The second, dubbed the 
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New Yorker, will be ready two or 
three weeks later.” 

While described as “roll on, roll off” 
ships, the two new vessels, in Mr. 
Swain’s estimation, are actually “float- 
ing warehouses, capable of hauling 
any cargo. Each vessel will be de- 
signed to carry 170 lightweight sealed 
containers.” Capacity of each contain- 
er: 20-long-tons. 

The containers to be used by Erie 
will be 17’ long, 8’-wide, and 8’-high. 
They will be moved into the hold by 
fork-lift trucks, traveling over a special 
transfer bridge connecting the stern 
of the ship with the wharf. 

Deck cargo, meanwhile, will be 
loaded by shore-based cranes, thus 
eliminating the need for ship’s gear. 
This ultra-modern handling method 
will enable the ship to discharge and 
load a full cargo of containers in a 
sizzling eight hours! Result? Reduced 
terminal operating costs. 

Both the Floridian and the New 
Yorker, moreover, will have tie-down 
equipment throughout the main deck. 
Thus, any kind of cargo—including 
long steel fabrications—will be easily 
accommodated aboard either vessel. 

Outbound containers will be trans- 
ported overland on truck-trailer rigs 
—designed to haul one or two units. 
These containers will carry general 
cargo on southbound hauls; paper, 
fruits, and vegetables, plus other gen- 
eral cargo northbound. 

Still another carrier now offering 
safe, speedy, dependable fishyback 
service is the Grace Line. Its shipping 
operation: Seatainer Service. Points 
linked: Port Newark and La Guiara, 
Puerto Cabello, and Maracaibo—all 
in Venezuela. 

The nation’s first all-container 
steamship operation in foreign trade, 
Seatainer Service revolves around two 
specially converted C-2 cargo vessels, 
the SS Santa Eliana and the SS Santa 
Leonora. Each is capable of carrying 
476 fully loaded Seatainers in its hold

and on deck. And each is endowed 
with three deck-mounted cranes, to 
expedite the loading and unloading 
of containers. 

“Our modern handling procedures,” 
Grace Line officials point out, “enable 
us to discharge and load a full cargo 
of containers in about 31 hours.” 

Under the Grace Line’s Seatainer 
program, full*containers are mounted 
on truck-trailer bodies and are trans- 
ported from a variety of points to 
Port Newark. Power-packed ship 
cranes hoist the containers aboard 
ship, where they are secured for their 
ocean voyage. Upon arrival at their 
destination, the containers are un- 
loaded, dropped onto a waiting chas- 
sis, and moved over-the-highway to 
their consignees. 

Across the country, on the West 
Coast, a similar land-sea operation 
is now gathering momentum. Com- 
pany: Matson Lines. 

Matson has long been a pioneer in 
marine containerization. Its three- 
deck container ships have been serv- 
ing the Los Angeles area since 1958, 

Now, however, Matson is moving 
ahead with a massive expansion pro- 
gram. Nearing completion is _ its 
SS Hawaiian Citizen, slated to be the 
first all-container ship ever to ply the 
Pacific. A converted C-3 freighter, the 
vessel will carry 352 24-foot alumi- 
num cargo containers. Builder: the 
Willamette Iron and Steel Company 
of Portland, Oregon. 

Matson’s blueprint doesn’t end here. 
To speed the loading and unloading 
of inbound and outbound containers, 
the carrier is currently completing a 
fantastic push-button lift-on, lift-off 
terminal in Los Angeles. 

When fully operational, the facility 
will enable one-man to lift containers 
—holding up to 20-tons of cargo— 
from wharf to ship by manipulating 
a series of buttons and levers.

No carrier has contributed more to 
the growth and advancement of fishy- 
back than the Pan Atlantic Steamship 
Company. Its Sea-Land Service be- 
tween Puerto Rico and Port Newark 
has been described on numerous 
occasions in the past by Shipping 
Management-National Hi-Way Ship- 
per. 

Basically, under the Sea-Land pro- 
gram, loaded truck trailers are driven 
to shipside. The trailer body is then 
shifted from the truck chassis to the 
vessel by a specially designed, heavy- 
duty crane; secured on board; and 
transported. Upon arrival at destina- 
tion, a reverse procedure is employed. 

Result? A sharp reduction in han- 
dling and hauling costs; expedited 
transport; and lowered loss, damage, 
and pilferage. 

The Bull Line likewise is no fishy- 
back “Johnny-Come-Lately.” In the 
Puerto Rican trade for more than 50 
years, shortly after World War II the 
carrier launched a limited container 
run linking the Island and the U.S. 

Today, Bull has boosted its activi- 
ties tremendously. Operating out of a 
berth in Brooklyn, last April Bull in- 
augurated a spanking-new trailer 


Technologically, vast strides forward 
in easing loading, unloading, and con- 
tainer handling at shipside should 
bring other carriers into the field and 
should encourage a growing array of 
shippers to utilize the procedure in 
the transporting of their export con- 
signments.

“This service became necessary to 
meet the demands of shippers and 
consignees, as evidenced by the en- 
thusiastic support afforded other re- 
cent innovations in Bull Line’s service 
to the Island. Among these innova- 
tions was the establishment of a re- 
ceiving station at Secaucus (N.J.) for 
LTL shipments originating in New 
Jersey and the creation of a pickup 
and delivery service for clients at both 
ends of our route.” 

What’s ahead in fishyback? All in- 
dications point to a rapid expansion 
of the service in the years just ahead.

Japan Air Lines has set August 11th as the 
date for the start of its DC-8 jet service 
between San Francisco and Tokyo. Los Ange- 
les-Tokyo jet hops will get underway later 
in the month, while JAL service between 
Tokyo and Seattle—via the Great Circle— 
has been set for October. 

By mid-October, JAL emphasizes, it will 
be operating jet trans-Pacific runs from 
the West Coast's major gateways. The plan: 
three weekly Los Angeles-Tokyo jet hops; 
three weekly San Francisco-Tokyo flights; 
and twice-a-week Seattle-Tokyo service. A 
fourth weekly flight will be added to JAL's 
San Francisco-Tokyo service "sometime in 
mid-November." 


American Airlines is converting five ad- 
ditional DC-7 passenger aircraft to all- 
cargo configurations, upping to 15 the num- 
ber of DC-7F skyfreighters the line expects 
to have in service by the end of '60. 


Wings & Wheels Express—reportedly Amer- 
ica's largest domestic air freight for- 
warder—is pushing ahead with plans to pro- 
vide expanded service for its customers, 
following its recent acquisition of Ameri- 
can Shippers. W & W (HQ: 110th Street at 
Astoria Boulevard, Flushing, New York) is 
currently operating out of stations locat- 
ed in 37 of the nation's key sky shipping 
cities. 
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Why the current spurt in sky freight? 
Arthur V. Norden, executive vice president 
of Seaboard & Western Airlines, attributes 
it to three key factors: 1) boosted all- 
cargo capacity; 2) a selective lowering of 
rates, designed to stimulate the movement 
of particular commodities via air cargo; 
and 3) the cumulative results of continuous 
education of the shipping public by air 
carriers. 

Looking back over the past decade of 
trans-Atlantic air freight development, 
Mr. Norden believes that the most signifi- 
cant growth has been in the area of all- 
cargo operations. 

"Since 1950," declares the S&W official, 
"freight tonnage carried in all-cargo air- 
craft has increased 1,213%, compared with 
a 268% increase in the freight volume car- 
ried on passenger planes." 

In 1950, he points out, all-cargo equip- 
ment airlifted only 16.7 7% of all trans- 
Atlantic air freight volume. bast Jerr, 
all-cargo aircraft accounted for 41.6% of 
the tonnage. 

~ What about the future? The outlook is 
bright—very bright ! 

"Trans-Atlantic air freight should rise 
at least ten-fold during the next decade," 
Mr. Norden predicts. Beginning this year, 
there will be a continuing large-scale in- 
crease in all-cargo capacity. 

This year, moreover, rate reductions— 
ranging from 30% to 65%—take effect ona 
large number of commodities airlifted a- 
cross the Atlantic. These include pneuma- 
tic machinery ; autos; tractors; radio and 
television appliances; shoes; textiles; 
footwear; leather goods; foodstuffs; pot- 
tery; optical and photographic goods; and 
surgical instruments and equipment. 

Next year, we will see the introduction 
of more sophisticated freight aircraft," 
continues the S&W executive. "These are 
jet-props with straight-in end-loading 
capability, such as the swing-tail Cana- 
dair CL-44, which S&W has ordered. 

~ These aircraft are the first true commer- 
cial skyfreighters to be developed. Their 
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economics make possible a new low scale of 
rates . .. AS a result, we anticipate an 
accelerated rate of traffic growth during 
the next decade, which will see the air 
freight industry emerge as a truly signifi- 
cant factor in international transporta- 
tion and trade." 


Braniff International Airways' jet serv- 
ice from the U.S. to Brazil, via Panama and 
Peru, is moving into high gear. Cities 
linked: New York, Miami, Panama City, Lima, 
and Sao Paulo . .. The Scandinavian Air- 
lines System has opened a new hangar at 
New York International Airport. Housed in 
the facility are a number of key SAS North 
American Division units. 


Purpose: to serve sky shippers more effi- 
ciently. The British Overseas Airways Cor- 
poration's technique: an intensive, fact- 
packed training project, covering all 
facets of air freight, for the line's newly- 
appointed cargo specialists. 

Recently completed by BOAC, the compre- 
hensive cargo sales course was the first 
of its kind ever conducted by the airline 
and, very likely, the first ever developed 
by the air freight industry. It was con- 
ceived, BOAC officials report, in line 
with the carrier's "increased emphasis on 
cargo traffic development on its world- 
wide routes and those of its partner air- 
lines." 

Most of the 19 "students" enrolled in the 
course were recently named as cargo sales 
reps and aides by BOAC. Some, however, al- 
ready had considerable experience in air 
freight prior to the training program.

E. 0. Engledew, BOAC Sal Sales Training and and 
Procedures Manager in Lonuon; and Dr. J. S. 
Schiff, Chairman, Marketing Department, 
Pace College, New ; New York. 
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as container supports at docks, on rail 
cars, and aboard barges. 

A survey conducted by a national 
research agency, however, put an end 
to the tests.

This designation is still being used 
today for joint tests. ) 

Maintaining his company’s tradi- 
tional unwillingness to promote any 
particular containerization system, 
Trailmobile President William A. 
Burns emphasizes that there is no in- 
tention whatsoever of changing this 
policy. 


containerization changing 


The only thing certain about con- 
tainerization today, Mr. Burns points 
out, is that there will be changes. 
Trailmobile’s aim: to stay abreast of 
all rapidly developing changes in the 
field and to be prepared to accom- 
modate these changes. 


“For the time being and some time 
to come,” explains President Burns, 
“we will continue to explore, inquire, 
and search for components we _ be- 
lieve may eventually fit a universal 
container system. This is our obliga- 
tion, as we see it.” 

The majority of opinion at Trail- 
mobile is that definite answers on 
container standards are still some 
time away. Mr. Burns and his aides 
speak from experience. Trailmobile’s 
president is currently serving as a 
member of the National Defense 
Transportation Association Container 
Committee. William R. Hummel and 
Robert L. Hardin, Jr., members of 
Trailmobile’s engineering staff, are 
active on other key national standards 
committees. 

Mr. Hummel, Trailmobile’s chief 
engineer, is a present serving on the 
Maritime Administration Container 
Standardization Committee. This 
group is concerned primarily with 
construction and fittings. Mr. Hardin, 
meanwhile, is chairman of a_ task 
force subcommittee of the American 
Standards Association’s Sectional 
Committee MH5. Declares Mr. Har- 
din: “The first 18 months of the 
Committee’s efforts have been taken 
up with communication to committee 
members and the interested public of 
the complexity and multiplicity of the

What about container production? 
How is Trailmobile progressing in this 
area? 

U.S. Bureau of Census reports for 
’59 indicate that containers accounted 
for 3.10% of the truck-trailer indus- 
try’s total production. According to 
Mr. Burns, however, Trailmobile’s 
container production operation 
amounted to several times the national 
percentage, indicating that the com- 
pany’s activity in the container field 
is well above average. 


Substantial portions of the com- 
pany’s production, company officials 
stress, were made up of van-type 
containers. These were produced, for 
the most part, at Trailmobile’s Long- 
view (Tex.) and Berkeley (Calif.) 
plants. 

Two major Trailmobile container 
customers who have passed the pro- 
totype operation stage and are in 
large scale operation are the Matson 
Navigation Company and the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad. 

Matson has purchased several hun- 
dred 24-foot containers and highway

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chassis for handling freight between 
Honolulu and U.S. West Coast ports. 
The carrier started its system with the 
containers as deck load and the oper- 
ation reportedly is very successful. 
Upcoming: a Matson blueprint for 
ship modification to carry containers 
as hold cargo. 

Missouri Pacific, for its part, is 
using 37-foot and 40-foot containers to 
haul both dry and refrigerated freight. 
MOPAC is using more than 100 re- 
frigerated containers to speed the 
movement of fresh produce.from the 
Rio Grande Valley of Texas to con- 
sumer markets in the Southwest. 

Typical of the container system 
components which may eventually fit 
a universal container system is the 
PAT Travelift Crane, now being of- 
fered by Trailmobile. The Travelift is 
a large, flexible gantry crane, con- 
structed of structural steel A-frames, 
mounted on airplane-type rubber tires. 

It is favored by Trailmobile as a 
container or trailer transfer device 
because “it can go anywhere.” The 
crane is powered by industrial gaso- 
line engines, driving a completely 
hydraulic system of lifts and pulleys. 
Steering and propulsion are also hy- 
draulic. 

Reports Trailmobile: The PAT 
Travelift can accommodate any prac- 
tical container design. What's more, 
a variety of lifting beams and dimen- 
sional sizes are available.

Container utilization exploits the 
primary advantages of all modes of 
transportation. At the same time, it 
improves the efficiency of each 
through faster turn-around and _re- 
duced labor costs.

ment. 

expedite shipment 


Containers will facilitate and ex- 
pedite the movement of a variety of 
items. If the product or commodity 
involved doesn’t move on its own 
wheels; is small enough to be packed 
with other things; requires time and 
manpower to handle; needs costly 
overpack; or is susceptible to loss 
and damage, it is a prime candidate 
for shipment in a container. 

If it travels via more than one mode 
of transportation; incurs high terminal 
charges; includes rate complications 
or complex documentation and check- 
ing, it is a candidate for documenta- 
tion. 

If fast delivery is a must or tem- 
porary storage is vital, containers may 
be the only answer. 

In the recent resurgence of the 
principle of containerization in freight 
movement—the method, remember, is 
by no means a new development!— 
proof of the capabilities of containers 
comes from the household goods mov- 
ing industry. 

Since early ‘59, when Highway 
Trailer entered into the manufacture 
of containers, it has sold more than 
5,000 Highway Universal containers. 
This unit (dimensions: 8’-6” in length 
by 7’ in width by 6’-10” in height) is 
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the result of the combined efforts of 
Highway engineers and those of two 
major freight carrier organizations. 
Although it was designed for and with 
the help of the household goods mov- 
ing industry, the unit has proven itself 
capable of carrying any type of dry 
freight cargo anywhere and under any 
kind of conditions. 

Over the past few years, the marine 
industry has been the leader in con- 
tainer usage. Coastal shipping and 
trans-ocean shipping—and now, in- 
land waterways—are turning to more 
and more containerized freight pack- 


ages. 
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Last January, the Grace Line 
launched a major containerized serv- 
ice. Name: Seatainer Service. High- 
way Trailer manufactured 1500 
containers for this operation. Dimen- 
sions: 17’ in length by 8’ in width 
x 8’ in height. The containers are 
currently being utilized in an all- 
container operation linking Port 
Newark and the Venezuelan. ports 
of LaGuaira, Puerto Cabello, and 
Maracaibo. 


At the end of March, the Bull lines 
expanded its container service by 
adding 166 Highway Trailer con- 
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tainer vans to its operations between 
Brooklyn and Puerto Rico. These 
units measure 35’ in length by 8’ in 
width x 8’ in height. 


Highway Trailer is now manufactur- 
ing 900 containers for the Erie & 
St. Lawrence Corporation. These 
components are tailor-made to Erie 
& St. Lawrence’s projected contain- 
ership operations. Of key signifi- 
cance is the fact that these con- 
tainerships will be the first vessels 
ever specifically designed and built 
in the United States for cargo-con- 
tainer handling. Next month, Erie 
& St. Lawrence will inaugurate 
over-the-water, over-the-road cargo 
freight activities. Linked will be 
New York and Jacksonville. On tap: 
Gulf port and Great Lakes service. 


What about container standardiza- 
tion? Some progress is being made on 
the standardization of sizes and fittings 
in order to increase the compatability 
of handling components. 

The Department of the Army, for 
instance, is currently testing proto- 
types of a newly-recommended uni- 
versal-size, metal shipping container. 
This container is being advanced as 
the standard military and commercial 
unit best lending itself to smooth, 
efficient interchangeability between 
rail, truck, air and shipping lines— 
both in domestic and overseas trans- 
portation. 

Eight of the new universal con- 
tainers were made available by High- 
way Trailer on a loan basis. Charge: 
$1 per unit per year. 

The eight containers include four 
20-foot-long (8’-high x 8’-wide) all-

steel containers, one to be equipped 
with a dehumidifier provided by the 
Army; two steel-framed 20-foot-long 
(8’' x 8’) models with aluminum 
sheathing; and two all-steel prototypes 
(8’' x 8’ x 10). 

The testing program is based 
squarely on the findings of the Na- 
tional Defense Transportation Associ- 
ation’s special committee on contain- 
erization. Representing a variety of 
forwarder, rail, equipment interests 
—plus the Armed Forces—the com- 
mittee recommended the adoption 
of maximum 40-foot and _ shorter 
modular length universal containers. 
Widths and heights, moreover, would 
be restricted to 8’ x 8’. 

The Army has been utilizing con- 
tainers for more than seven years. 
Today, it and the Air Force have a 
mammoth pool of more than 62,000 
all-steel containers at their disposal. 
These units are being utilized by the 
military throughout the U.S. and in 
many overseas areas. 

The Highway prototypes are being 
absorbed into the existing centrally- 
controlled container system. They’re 
being employed in the transport of 
consignments moving between key 
depots in the U.S. and selected over- 
seas points. 

What are two problems contain- 
erization must overcome before it 
can begin to live up to its potential? 
According to General Voorhees, , the 
prime obstacles standing in contain- 
erization’s path today are the lack of 
a container-oriented rate structure and 
the lack of standardization in contain-

ers being developed and utilized. 

Progress in these areas, emphasizes 
the Highway Trailer official, should 
pave the way for a tremendous in- 
crease in the use of containers and 
container shipping.
